THE LONDON PACT. 

_ Recently an agreement had been entered 
into in London between Saorstat Eireann, the 
English Government, and Sir James Craig. It 
was a great betrayal, because it was the first 
time that a body of Irishmen had voluntarily 
consented to the partioning of their country. 
This Government had been prepared to fall : 
on the neck of Sir James Craig, while they 
forgot a large section of their countrymen. 

If they abolished the oath to be taken by 
tnembers of the Dail—an oath which had been 
placed there to drive a wedge between the 
people of Ireland—they would enable all sec- 
tions to come together in a spirit of comrade- 
ship and goodwil, and the economic life of.

Mr. Belton addressed two large meétings 
ai Skerries and Balbriggan yesterday evening. 

Mr. Belton said that he was not concerned 
with politics or personalities, but when 
nationality claimed disciples, he was one of 
them. The division of the lest few years had 
brought the country to the vérge of bank- 
ruptcy, and if matters continued to drift in 
this manner for another couple of years there 
would be no hope for the Free State. 

He was not against the publicans, though 
he was a teetotaller.

Mr. Skeffitigton, speaking at the Cappagh 
meeting, said that four years a e had 
ventured to advise his fellow-Nationalists at 
Omagh that, in his judgment, they were 
bound to recognise the Northern Parliament 
and the institutions set up by it, and that 
they might as well take their seats then as 
later on. At that time his Voice was a voice 
in the wilderness, but now 80 per cent. of 
the Nationalists of Tyrone believed that be 
was right. 

He was not there to open up old wounds of 
sores, but rather to heal and soother He 
believed in Jetting the dead past bury its 
dead, and there was no use. to-day blaming 
the Northern’ Government for ita hostile Jegis- 
lation of the past five years, “because the 
retort was: “ Why did you sit at home?’ 
Was it not against all the nised codes of 
common-sense that they should be without 
direct representatives in an assembly which 
possessed the right, and exercised it, to settle 
the relationship between landlord and tenant 
in Ulster? 

He was not reférring to agricultural! in- 
terests, but to landlord and tenant in towns 
and urban centres. Was it right or wrong 
that the tenant farmers of the Six Counties 
should have been without representation in 
an assembly which at least had the right to 
recommend to the Imperial Parliament better 
terms than those which were contained in the 
rottenest Land Act that had ever been 
framed ? 

If there was anyone now opposed to the 
policy of entering the Northern Parliament, 
they had a right to ask them for their alterna- 
tive proposals for examination. For his part, 
he was convinced that there. was only one 
course open, and that was that their elected 
representatives in the Six Counties should all 
take their seats in the Northern Parliament, 
and should form a united Parliamentary party 
under the leadership of Mr. Devlin. Mr. 
Devlin was the one man who, by virtue of 
long and trusted leadership, Parliamentary 
experiéncé, prestige, and political influence, 
could make a party most effective. 

Even with the formation of an effective and 
united party, he was afraid that it would 
take, perhaps, six or ten years of hard work 
to get them back to the position they occupied 
when the policy of abstention commenced. In 
that work they would have to wipe out all the 
bitterness of the past ad eliminate from the 
new movement all considerations of self, só 
that they might squeeze out of the new order 
of things an efficient, progressive, educated 
and respected citizenship.

It is announced to-day by 
Dr. James H, Breasted, the. well-known 
archeologist, of Chicago University, that 
Mr. Rockefeller has offered’ to place at 
the disposal of King Fuad and the 
Egyptian Government ten million dollars 
(roughly, £2,000,000) for the purpose of 
building and maintaining in Cairo what 
will probably be the finest. museum build- 
ing i: the world, and for establishing’ in 
conjunction therewith an archeological 

institute in its own building.

Trustees, to whom Mr. Rockefeller has 
entrusted what is believed to be the 
largest sum yet offered for science and 
research. 

“ In making this offer to King Fuad, 
the Egyptian people, and to science,’’ 
Dr. Breasted stated in an interview to- 
day, “ Mr. Rockefellér has been moved 
by the fact that th> ‘whole world, and 
especially the New World of the West, 
owes to Egypt a cultural debt the magni- 
tude of which. has been increasingly re- 
vealed by the extraordinary archeological 
and. scientific investigations of recent 
years. ; iis : 

“ Mr. Rockefeller learnt that Egypt’s 
wealth of ancient monuments and the 
marvellous antiquities inherited by the 
modern descendants of the world’s oldest 
civilisation, have -incteased beyond the 
capacity of the present famous Egyptian 
Museum at Cairo and the ability of its 
able staff to handle. In offering to estab- 
lish a research institute in its own build- 
ing, in’ conjunction with the new and 
imposing museum, .Mr. Rockefeller feels 
that facilities would be afforded not only 
to scholars from all. over the -7orld for 
carrying on careful investigations leading 
to a fuller knowledge of the history of 
civilisation, but also to all young 
Egyptians desirous of receiving the best 
scientific training as historians of their 
own extraordinary land. 

““ Above all, the donor seeks to express 
by this offer the international amity, 
friendliness, and respect felt by America, 
the newest land of the West, towards 
Egypt, the oldest land of civilisation.’’ 

It is further. stated that the keynote 

of the proffered gift is one of complete 
co-operation with the already existent 
organisation, known as the Antiquities 
Service, of which Dr. Pierre Lacau is 
Director-General. The letter from Mr. 
Rockefeller, jun., to King Fuad com- 
municating the offer was personally pre- 
sented to His Majesty King Fuad at the 
Abdin Palace by Dr.. Breasted? Neces- 
sarily the detailed practical arrangements 
preliminary to any formal consummation 
of the matter are at present under con- 
sideration and discussion between Mr.

ROOF COLLAPSES: 4 KILLED. 

The fire was discovered about © 10.30 
yesterday morning, and was first noticed 
i the upper portion of the mansion. The 
Tarporley, Chester, Winsford and Brunner 
Mond and Co.’s fire brigades were 
summoned to the scene, but the flames 
spread over the whole mansion, which soon 
became a raging furnace, and very few 
of its treasures could be saved.

They were :—

Mr. H. White, farm labourer, of Little Bud- 
worth. 

Several other people were injured, in- 
cluding Second Officer Joseph Hunt, of 
the ‘Tarporley Fire Brigade (who' died from 
his injuries during the evening), and Mr. 
G. Crank, the father of the dead boy. 
Hunt, who had all his clothes burnt off, 
was forty-eight years of age, and leaves a 
widow and seven children. 

It was whilst engaged in the salving 
operations in the Grand Saloon that he 
sustained ‘his . fatal. burns. - Another 
injured helper in this portion of the build- 
ing was Mr. Sinclair, who was recently 
appointed head gardener at the Hall. He 
met with such extensive burns that he had 
to be removed to the Northwich Infirmary, 
where he lies in a serious condition. 
None of the bodies beneath the débris had 
been recovered at a late hour last night.

CHAIRING THE LOSERS. 

Then there was an incident that 
gladdened the heart of every lover of the 
grand old game..

Colonel Roosevelt explained—‘‘Quite a num- 


ber of these groups for mounting are different 


from anything scientists have so far found. 
We killed six tigers and three rhinoceri,"’ 

His brother added that animals wore uot 
the only prey of the hunt. He described 
giant reptiles enceuntered and killed by the 
expedition. Mr. Kermit Roosevelt traced the 
course of the trip through the dark parts of 
Central Asia. rough Kashmir the party 
proceeded to Western Thibet. After reaching 
the little city of Leh they made their way 
over the difficult passes of the Himalava 
Mountains, nearly 20,000 fect above the sea 
level, to the plains of Turkestan. Crossing 
the Aakla Makan desert, the expedition 
scaled the Aian Shan Mountains. into the 
Tekke Valley. The peaks of some of these 
mopntains, they declared, are as high as 
25, feet. 

Although many obstacles were naturally en- 
countered in the difficult course the expedit- 
tion was a complete success, according to its 
leaders. They said that big game hunting

FRENCH TAXES. 
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M. BRIAND’S PROSPECTS. 
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From “Tng TrMgs” CORRESPONDENT. "' 


PARIS, Sunday. 

The preparation of M. Briand’s “ special 
train ’’—in other words, the bill which he 
hopes to force through the Chamber by Mon- 
day night in order to provide the minimum 
of revenue necessary to balance the Budget— 
is proceeding according to plan. On Friday 
the Chamber agreed to M. Briand’s proposal 
to cease discussion of reforms in taxation 
which might or might not increase the yield 


of revenue. Yestefday and to-day it has been | 


engaged on the first, section of the Finance 
Bill, which contains nothing but increases in 
the existing indirect taxes, which will be 
effective as soon as they are passed. It is 
not hu guite elear whether M. Briand and 
M. umer have decided what the “ special 
train” is to contain besides these 
Its professed object is to rovide 
svfficient additional revenue to lance 
revenue with expenditure. The Budget de- 
ficit has, been estimated. at  abont 
4,500,000, 000f. 

The increases in indirect taxation, provided 
for in the first section of the present bill, 
account, for an additional 2,500,000,000f. of 
revenue. M. Doumer declared yesterday to 
the Finance Committee of the Chamber that 
he proposed to make up the balance by ask- 
ing. the Chamber -to pass a tax on sales 
similar to that. which is in force in Belgium, 
This tax is levied on all commercial ex- 
changes, except the final sale of the article 
‘to the public, and, according to M. Doumer, 
will be paid by about 500,000 persons. He 
declined to say what the rate of the tax 
would be. He said that he could only fix 
that. when he knew how much would be 
yielded by Section. 1 of the Finance Bill, 
when the Chamber has finished: with 
it. It is qui certain. that 
indirect taxes included in the bill 
will not yield the estimated 2,500 
million francs. The Chamber to-day suppressed 
increases in the duties on coffee, salt and 
alcohol, which were estimated to produce 
altogether 185 million francs. It is probable 
that a number of others will also be sup- 
Les so that by the time the Chamber 
as worked thfough the whole of Section One 
the estimates will have to be cut down by 
something like 500 millions. This means that 
if the special bill is to provide the 
4,500,000, francs reguired to cover the 


taxes.

‘deficit, either the rate of the tax on sales 


will have to be fixed so high that there will 
be small chance of its being passed by the 
Chamber, or some’ other source will have to 
be discovered to make up the total. It seems 
probable that this other source will be found 
in the 3,000,000,000 francs of extra income tax 
which are due to come in before the end of 
April from the Loucheur Bill, passed in 
December last. This sum was originally 
intended to -be used to repay advances 
received from the Banque de France, 
but there is reason to believe that 
M. Doumer will ask the Chamber to 
sanction its being applied for ordinary 
Budgetary purposes. Suppose that the 
Chamber accepts this proposal, and assuming 
that, roughly, 2,000,000,000 francs of revenue 
can be obtained from the indirect taxes on 
which the Chamber is at present engaged, 
M. Doumer would have 5,000,000,000 francs

According to present, estimates, this would 
be sufficient. Thus, if the worst comes to the 
worst, and the opposition to the tax on sales 
proves too strong, the ‘‘special train’ will 
still contain enough funds for the purpose for 
which it is required.. Supposing, however, 
that the Chamber can be induced to swallow 
the tax on sales, the surplus will be apphed 
to reduce the. debt. 


DEATH OF SIR GEORGE HOLMES. 


The Times announces that Sir George 
Holmes, the Naval Engineer, died in , 
after an operation, last Saturday, at the age 
of 76. He was the third son of Mr. George 
Holmes, of Moycashel, County Westmeath, 
and a nephew of the famous Scott Russell, 
builder ‘of the s.s. Great Eastern. After 25 
years of continuous servige at the Institution 
of Naval Architects; in 1901 he was appointed 
Chairman of the Board of Public Works ín 
Ireland, and was knighted in 1906, and in 
1911, shortly before his retirement, he was 
made K.C.B.
